TLe Democrats of the Ninth Con- 


gressional District of Iowa met in con- 
vention at Council Bluffs. The silver 
question was discussed at length and 
proved nn element of discord.

As 
evidence of. their sincerity, the silver 
men nominated General J. B. Weaver 
for Congress, as he is known to be an 
enthusiastic advocate of free coinage.

gress. 


Tha silver men of the Iowa Ninth 


Congressional District are setting tin 
example for those of other districts to 
follcw. There is no difference, except 
in name and ten per cent, in tariff

parties. la repealing the Sherman act 
they voted together and curried out the 
policy of the President. In sustaining 
thp President's veto of the Bland Seig- 
niorage bill they stood shoulder to 
shoulder against the silver element in 
Congie-!S. On the financial question, 
and that is the issue in which the ma- 
jority of the people are most interested, 
there is no difference between Sher- 
man and Eefd Republicans and Cleve- 
land and Wilson Democrats.

THE TKOOPS WITHDRAWN. 


The last company of United States 


troops left Eeno last night for regi- 
mental headquarters at Fort Douglas, 
Utah. They came np here under a 
misapprehension of the situation and 
behaved for some time after their ar- 
ri^al as if they were in a hostile coun- 
try. 
Peaceable, law-abiding citizens, 


some of them heavy taxpayers 
and 


propertj holders, who had at least as 
much interest in maintaining law and 
order as those who ordered the troops 
here, were driven off the public streets 
by squads of soldiers drawn up in bat- 
tle array. Those citizens had not heeii 
advised, by proclamation or otherwise, 
that it was in violation of any law, 
ordinance or regulation, ci?il or mili- 
tary, for them to meet in front of their 
places of business, ns had been their 
wont, to discuss business or the events 
of the day. This arrogance on the 
part of the military, who were doubt- 
less obeying orders, gave rise to much 
adverse comment and created a feeling 
against the United States authorities 
and the railroad officials, which has not 
yet been allayed, though the military 
officers subsequently admitted that so 
far as they could learn there was no 
occasion for such orders.

Universal 
Force — Attractions 
and 


Gravitation. 


(Cop> righted 189*. by W. T. Foster.) 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo., August 10.—My last

,vave to cross th» continent from 
August 10th to the 14th, and the next 
will reach the Pacific Coast about 
he 15th, cross the Western mountains 
iy the close of the 16th, the Great Cen- 
al valleys from the 17th to the 19th, 
nd the Eastern States about the 20th. 


disturbance will cause the prin- 


ipal rains of the month and the storm 
ill be of more than usual force east of 
he Mississippi about the 18th or 19th. 
The fifth disturbance of August wili 
each the Pacific Coast about the 21st, 
ross the Western mountain by the 
lose of the 22d, the Great Central Val- 
eys from the 23d to the 25th and the 
Eastern States about the 26th. Not 
much rain is expected from this storm 
wave. 


Warm waves will cross the Western 
ountains about the 15th and the 21st, 
he Great Central Valleys about the 
"th and 23d and the Eastern States 
bout the 19th and 25th.

ATTRACTION AND GRAVITATION. 


Why does one body of matter attract 
,nother at a distance ? To answer this 
[uestion would be a greater accom- 
jlishment than to unravel theridc'le of 
hesphynx. Why does a body of matter 
—an animal, a stone, a piece of earth— 


rees toward the center of the earth 


with a never varying weight ? 


In his great work on electricity and 


magnetism Clerk Maxwell says: "There 
now appears to be, in the minds of 
imment men, sooae predjudice against 
he hypothesis of a medium in which 
he phenomena of radiation of light 
heat and the electric actions at a dis- 
;ance take place. At one time those 
who speculated as to the causes of 
>hysical phenomena were in the habit 
of accounting for each kind of action at 
a distance by means of a special ethe- 
rial fluid whose function and property 
was to produce these actions. 


" They filled all space three or four 
imes over with ethers of different 
kinds, the properties of which were in- 
vented merely to save appearances, so 
hat more rational enquirers were wili- 
ng rather to accept not only Newton's 
definite law of attractions at a distance 
)ut even the dogma of Cotes, that 
action at a distance is one of the 
primary properties of matter and that 
no explanation can be more intelligible 
;han this fact." 
The above quotation will indicate to 
he reader that the scientific world is at 
3a in reference to the cause of attrac- 
ian of gravitation. It is known that a 
arrent of electricity may be so ar- 
mged as to cause a steady attraction 
iwarJ a body through or around 


which itr circulates, but that is not con- 
slasive evidence that electricity ia the 


use of the attraction of gravitation 


AN EXAMPLE. • 


If we place two rings or circles of a 


soaducting substance, as copper, sil- 
er, iron, etc., near etch other so that 
snrrents of electricity move through 
heai in the same direction they will 
attract each other. If the currents 
move in opposite directions they re- 
pel. 


Extend this idei so that the rings 


are coanect3d and we have a spiral. A i 
iopper wire is wound around a cylinder 
'rom nne end to the other like thread 
oa a spool. Then take the cylinder out 
aid we have a spiral. 
Stretch this 


spiral so that its rings are about one- 
eighth of an inch apart, suspemd it by 
on3 end, the other end hanging down 
so as to touch moist earth, or any con- 
ductor connected with the earth. Then 
run a cnrrent of electricity through the 
spiral and the latter will contract so as 
;o break connection with the earth. 


By this the currents are broken and 


the wire again drops to its connection 
with the earth and the current passing 
again through the wire shortens it 
This process will continue and the wire 
will constantly bob up and 
down, 


Breaking and making its connection 
with the earth. 


The reason for this is that the elec- 


tric currents of the rings of the spiral 
move in the same direction and there- 
fore the successive rings, one after 
;he other, attract each other and thus 
shorten the wire. 


All electricians hold that electric 


currents iu passing through space 
move in spirals, iu form somewhat like 
the wire spiral described above, and if 
;his be a correct theory a spiral of 
electricity connects every particle of 
matter with every other particle of 
matter. 


The shortening 
of these electric 


wires would constitute attraction at a 
distance. 


While electricity 
is moving out 


through these spirals there must be a 
return current which is called magne- 
tism or the induced current. Experi- 
ments indicate that the outflow of 
electricity through the spiral does 
not push matter away from tbe 
starting place ot the electric current 
but the return or induced current, the 
magnetic inflow, does push matter 
toward the starting point of tbe elec- 
tric current, this would also seem to 
explain the attraction of gravitation 
for all space must be completely filled 
with electric spirals and their return 
currents. 


Bat these laws of magnetism and 


electricity do not satisfactorily ex- 
plain what is called the attraction of 
gravitation. If the lines of force, 


each sun and planet and every other 
heavenly body and from every particle 
of matter, that body containing the 
greatest energy would certainly and 
very soon gather into its fold all other 
particles of matter and we would have 
one great central body surrounded by 
a limitless and empty space. 


Whether or not the return current 


constitutes attraction of gravitation, 
so called, it is clear that particles of 
matter are pust>ed,not pulled, together. 


The force that causes matter to come 


from outer space to the earth must be 
a force that moves from outer space 
toward the earth. For these reasons 
repulsion of gravitation would be a 
better term than attraction of gravita- 
tion. 


While the world is slowly moving up 


to the idea of gravitation being a re- 
sult of electro-magnetism, some of us 
doubt the correctness of such a theory 
and look beyond for the original cause 
of motion and attraction of gravita- 
tion.
